est rudiments ot the English tongue.
But aside from this ih6 contiguity ot
American and Mexican States, between
whom sooial and commercial intercourse
is being yearly it not daily augmented
makes it almost imperative that the
Spanish language should at least b
taught in the border states and terri
tories. The assertion that foreigners
ooming to this country must learn the
language of the land of their adoption,
is sonnd in principles so far as it re-lett-es

to Europeans, bat it is not ap
plicable to our southern neighbors.
whose very nearness to and olose rela
tionship, whose mutual trade interests
and daily associations makes, to say
the least, a ooaamercial knowledge of
their language an almost absolute neoss-sil- o.

That it is not tanght in the pub
lio sobools of Tucson is to be regretted
and we sinoerely hope that the trustees
ottbe distriot will give these augges
tions the consideration they deserve.
